There are times, particularly when legal­ 
ists start splitting hairs, that educational in­ 
tegration in the diehard South begins to look 
like a dead duck. 
It is obvious now that the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s integration order of 1955 that pupils 
should be admitted to public schools “ on a 
non-discriminatory basis with all deliberate 
speed” left the door open for endless delay. 
One of the lessons taught by the Little 
Rock episode is that “ all deliberate speed” 
is open to review, furthermore. The Little 
Rock school board, having tried integration at 
one speed, asked for judicial permission to 
try it at a slower speed. 
Between Southern legalists who are doing 
their hair-splitting best to undercut Supreme 
Court authority by challenging the Constitu­ 
tion and politicians who are overlooking no 
chance to pose as martyred leaders of a be­ 
leaguered South, it may very well be that 
school integration in the South can be put off 
indefinitely in any community that wants to 


pay the price. 
There will be a price. 
Besides the expense of 
supporting two 
school systems, which the South is accus­ 
tomed to paying, there will be the expense 
of alienating public opinion outside the South. 
This will have direct economic and political 
consequences. The latter will be visible in a 
widening rift between Northern and Southern 


i 


Democrats. The two factions of the party are 
moving so far from each other over 
civil 
righU that it will take a miracle m 1960 
to bring them into the same party conven- 


The economic consequences 
would be of 
even graver significance. The development of 
Southern industry through northern capital 
and management inevitably must be affect- 
ed by the problems that beset Southern com­ 
munities. They suggest that the economic in- 
tegration which forward-looking Southerners 
have welcomed is going to be handicapped 
heavily by resistance to the social and po­ 
litical integration which must accompany it, 
to make it meaningful. 
An over-simplified example of the way in­ 
ter-relationships between North and South 
can be handicapped by prejudice is the dif­ 
ficulty of Northern colleges and universities 
in carrying out the desire to schedule inter- 
sectional athletic contests. In many instanc­ 
es the desire has been thwarted by Southern 
prejudice against colored athletes on North- 


ern teams. 
There is a price. It will have to be paid. 
Perhaps the South can afford it, if it suc­ 
ceeds in making “ all deliberate speed” mean 
“ no speed at all.” But for every Southerner 
who wants it to mean that there must be at 
least one other Southerner who thinks the 
the price would be too high.

There is an unhappy resemblance between 


what is being said now about involvement 


in Chinese politics and what was being said

If the United States can get past this new 
crisis without war, it is going to insist on 
a review of the policy that caused it to 
come to the brink of war - with “ one fo^ 
over the brink.” as Sen.

They suggest that the economic in­ 
tegration which forward-looking Southerners 
have welcomed is going to be handicapped 
heavily by resistance to the social and po­ 
litical integration which must accompany it, 
to make it meaningful. 
An over-simplified example of the way in­ 
ter-relationships between North and South 
can be handicapped by prejudice is the dif­ 
ficulty of Northern colleges and universities 
in carrying out the desire to schedule inter­ 
sectional athletic contests. In many instanc­ 
es. the desire has been thwarted by Southern 
prejudice against colored athletes on North­ 
ern teams. 
There is a price. It will have to be paid. 
Perhaps the South can afford it, if it suc­ 
ceeds in making “ all deliberate speed” mean 
“ no speed at all.” But for every Southerner 
who wants it to mean that there must be at 
least one other Southerner who thinks the 
the price would be too high. 


How Did We Get Into It? 


There is an unhappy resemblance between 


w’hat is being said now about involvement 


in Chinese politics and w’hat wras being said 
a month ago about involvement in Middle 


Eastern politics. 
If the United States can get past this new 
crisis without war, it is going to insist on 
a review’ of the policy that caused it to 
come to the brink of war — with “one foot 
over the brink,” as Sen. Fulbright said in 
a speech on Aug. 7 about the order sending 
U.S. troops to Lebanon. 
It is interesting now’ to reread his remarks, 
in which he w arned the Senate that the same 
danger of involvement existed in the Far 
E ast that had come to a crisis in the Near 
East. 
“ Time and again we have put things off.” 
he said. “Time and again we have drifted 
until circumstances reached an intolerable 


state, and then we have rushed to the brink. 
This time we have even put one foot over 
the brink. There we dangle, waiting and won­ 
dering what will come next.’’ 
Sen. Fulbright, voicing what later became 
the resolution of the Senate, asked for a com­ 
plete reconsideration and reorientation of for­ 
eign policy. An appropriation for an intensive 
study of the subject was made by the Senate. 
One of the things to be studied is how 
the United States became involved in Chi­ 
na’s civil war in such a manner that its 
prestige could be jeopardized in the Far East 
by a show’down over a few specks of off­ 
shore real estate in an untenable position, 
as far as Nationalist China and the U.S. 
Navy were concerned. 
If it can past this newest crisis without 
war, there is certain to be the same insistent 
demand for a clarification of policy that 
followed the crisis in Lebanon and Iraq. 


Something To Talk About 


Tile irony of Washington’s eagerness to 
talk things over when talk promises to be 
the means of cooling off action will be at 
least as evident in Peiping as it is here at 
home. 
It will be evident as well in other Asiatic 
nations that have found it hard to under­ 
stand a U.S. policy of not recognizing the 
most recognizable thing in Asia—the fact that 
Communist China is a massive reality and 
shows no signs of collapse. 
This is only incidentally a phenomenon of 
politics and ideology’. Communist China con­ 
tinues to exist and grow’ stronger not be­ 
cause it is Communist but because its gov­ 
ernment is strong.

The Right To Use Force

WASHINGTON 
Nothing in these changing times 
shows better the changes being 
forced on a democratic society 
than the authority given one man 
to put us into war if and when 
he alone decides it’s necessary. 
There have been tw’o startling 
examples in the past few weeks: 
when President Eisenhower sent 
troops into Lebanon and the 7th 
Fleet into the Formosa Strait, not 
knowing 
whether 
these 
moves 
might trigger the Russians and 
Red Chinese into action. 
The Constitution says only Con­ 
gress has the power to declare 
war. And Congress is jealous of 
that power. But it had given Ei­ 
senhower 
beforehand 
a 
blank 
check to use American forces in 
the F ar East and Middle East if 
necessary to halt the Communists. 
Several presidents in American 
history—acting on their own con­ 
stitutional authority as command­ 
er in chief of the armed forces 
—have sent American forces into 
action without waiting for congres­ 
sional approval. 
But, with the exception of Presi­ 
dent Trum an’s action in Korea, 
these were minor episodes com­ 


pared with what might have fol­ 
lowed Eisenhower’s use of the 
armed forces. 
Perhaps three things can be 
pointed to as responsible for in­ 
ducing Congress—before any ac­ 
tual use of force was considered 
imminent—to give a president the 
right to use that force on his own 
judgment alone: 
1. The stepped-up pace of war 
making—on the ground and in the 
air—that might make a sudden de­ 
cision by the President necessary 
without waiting for action by Con­ 
gress. 
2. Assumption by this country,

leadership 
and responsibility for being the 
bulwark against Communist ag­ 
gression. 
This meant assuming obligations 
for the defense of its allies and 
friends, an obligation which might 
be impossible to fulfill if Ameri­ 
can action were delayed too long. 
3. The vivid experience of Tru­ 
man in 1950 when, confronted with 
the lightning attack of the Com­ 
munists against South Korea, he 
ordered American forces into ac­ 
tion and only consulted congres­ 
sional leaders later.

In fact, 
that’s exactly what he has been 
urging—namely, 
the passage of 
right-to-work laws that do not im­ 
pair the 
effectiveness of labor 
unions. 
Indeed, right-to-work laws can 
definitely assist in making labor 
unions effective. For such organ­ 
izations would be stronger if they 
were in no respect dependent on 
coercion and would instead rest 
their case solely on voluntarism. 


THE ONLY right-to-work laws 
which have been championed by 
Sen. Knowland are those which 
could not interfere in any way 
with the right of the labor unions 
to persuade by lawful methods any 
citizen to join a labor union of his 
choice. 
This would at the same time pro­ 
tect the citizen who does not want 
to join a labor union. For it would 
protect him against any unlawful 
set-up whereby the employer is 
compelled to agree to fire after 
30 days any employe who refuses 
to join a labor union.

Gompers, 
father of the 
American 
Federation 
of 
Labor, 
wrote in his biography that it is 
almost tantamount to capital pun­ 
ishment if union officers prevent 
anyone from joining a labor union 
W’ho wants to do so. That’s be­ 
cause, as he said, to be deprived 
of a job in his only known trade 
or occupation is to impose a severe 
punishment upon anyone, for it 
takes away his means of liveli­ 
hood. 
By the same token, to keep out 


of a job a man who doesn’t want 
to join a union is an equally unjust 
infringement on the right of in­ 
dividual liberty of citizens as guar­ 
anteed by the Fifth Amendment 
as well as by the First Amendment 
of the Constitution. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States in recent years has been 
particularly 
zealous 
in 
con­ 
cerning interferences by either the 
federal or state governments with 
the right of a citizen to believe as 
he pleases and to associate with 
whomever he pleases. This “right 
to association” has figured lately 
in many important decisions of the 
Supreme Court. 


PLAINLY, if a worker doesn't 
want to join a union because he 
has conscientious scruples on the 
subject and doesn’t, for instance, 
want to see any part of his dues 
used for propaganda or “ educa­ 
tional” campaigns designed to de­ 
feat candidates for public office 
that he favors, it is a constitutional 
privilege he enjoys not to have 
any of his dues money—his prop­ 
erty-confiscated for such a pur­ 
pose. 
There are many citizens who do 
not believe they should be com­ 
pelled to join any labor organiza­ 
tion any more than they should 
be required to be members of a 
particular church or an adherent 
to any religion or creed as the 
price of a job in free America. 
These are among the most Im­ 
portant of civil rights.* 
Right-to-work laws that preserve 
the “right to believe” would not 
impair the legitimate objectives of 
a trade union. 
The present federal law on labor - 
management relations 
bars the 
making of a closed shop agree­ 
ment, which used to compel an 
employer to refuse to hire anyone 
who was not already a union mem­ 
ber. But the same law today also 
unfortunately permits agreements 
that require the employer—30 days 
after a worker is hired—to dismiss 
him if he declines to join the labor 
union in his shop. 


MANY STATES have sought to 
supersede all such statutes with 
state laws 
so that 
compulsory 
unionization would be abolished in 
America. The argument has been 
advanced that the non-union minor­ 
ity would be deriving benefits but 
sharing no expenses. Voluntary con­ 
tributions. however, by non-union 
workers to share collective-bar­ 
gaining costs have already been 
accepted as an alternative pro­ 
cedure by some unions which have 
achieved a majority status in a 
shop or plant. 
To say that right-to-work laws 
w’hich are limited to protecting the 
free choice of the citizen impair 
the effectiveness of labor unions 
would be equivalent to saying laws 
controlling gangsterism might also 
interfere with the effectiveness of 
labor organizations. 
Good, 
healthy trade unionism 
doesn’t need the coercion or the 
totalitarian methods of Soviet Rus­ 
sia to grow in membership and 
be successful in the United States,

All of us who have been trying 
to learn about Hyman Rickover 
are indebted to Life Magazine for 
putting his off-beat personality un­ 
der a reading glass. 
What is revealed is not so start­ 
ling, after all. The U.S. Navy’s 
No. I atomic submarine specialist 
—the man who broke the crusty 
resistance of a tight-knit organiza­ 
tion and thereby saved his idea 
about atomic power plants for sub­ 
marines and ships — is a familiar 
figure on the American scene. 
He is the fellow who believes in 
something so single-mindedly he 
is a pain in the neck to people 
who are better adjusted. 
He is the fellow who has so much 
intellectual integrity he feels 
no 
need to defer to the judgments and 
opinions of others who know less 
about the m atter than he knows. 
He is the fellow in such a hurry 
to finish what he thinks is import­ 
ant that he is inconsiderate of oth­ 
ers who have no similar urge to 
work themselves to a frazzle. 
He is the intellectual eager bea­ 
ver in a society that does not like 
to be disturbed by ideas that call 
for hard thinking and hard work. 
Being all this, moreover, t h e 
Navy’s 
most 
controversial 
and, 
currently, most respected egghead 
is dead-set against the kind of or­ 
ganizational procedure that suits 
the “ organization m an.” He is not 
an “organization m an” — and that 
makes him anathema to the or­ 
ganization. 
Adm. Rickover is grateful to the 
U.S. Navy for his education, but 
is not grateful to it for the handi­ 
caps it has tried to put on his 
mental capacity. He is violently 
intolerant of mediocrity and t h e 
restrictions that mediocrity places 
on gifted individuals. 
He is easy to dislike, because 
his aim always has been to get 
done whatever seemed to him to 
be important, not to make himself 
liked. 
It has been my hunch for two 
years that the U.S. Naval Aca­ 
demy, the U.S. Military Academy 
and the U.S. Air Force Academy 
should institute courses to study 
Hyman Rickover and Billy Mit­ 
chell. 
Their purpose would be to show 
young men learning how to be cf 
Leers that the old school tie can 


become a hangman’s noose if it is 
pulled too tight. 
If the fledgling officers learned 
their lesson well, they would start 
their careers with a built-in philo­ 
sophical adjustment to the prob­ 
lem that awaits every individual 
who goes against the grain of his 
associates. 
Instead of being crushed by re­ 
sistance 
to 
their 
individualism, 
they would know how to evaluate 
tho resistance as an index to their 
success, provided their individual­ 
ism was being put to some good 
use. 
Best of all, they would know that 
the long-term result of sticking up 
for their principles when it was 
not the popular thing to do might 
be worth all it cost in personal 
popularity. They might do some­ 
thing historically important. They 
might be remembered with grati­ 
tude.

HEN SEPTEM BER COMES, children the slobe 
over have one thing in common— the three R's— 
'reading, ’riling and ’rithmetic. The school bell may 
be whistle, horn or gong depending upon what part 
of the world you are in. Each state, be it rich or poor, 
tries to provide at least some form of education for its 
young citizens. 
In ancient times the education of the girls was 
mainly domestic training. In ‘Greece and Rome the 
youthful males were tutored by their fathers in ordi­ 
nary moral, civic and religious duties. A Roman boy 
learned from his parent to reverence the gods, to read, 
have a knowledge of the law of his land and to con­ 
duct himself in manly exercises. 
Although many of the smaller, underdeveloped na­ 
tions of the world continue to ignore the distaff side 
of the family from an educational point of view, even 
these are now awakened to women's growing im­ 
portance in today’s affairs.
